A move by the Canadian Amateur Softball 
Association apparently intended as а show of 
strength could lead to a showdown in court. 

The conflict arises over a resolution passed by 


Ontario fasthall players including three members 
of St. Catharines Niagara Motors. 

The resolution states that “the penalty for those 
found to have allegedly participated in the 180 
(International Softball Congress) 1980 World Series 
at Tempe, Arizona be a three-year non-eligibility to 
participate in any national or international cham» 


pionship. or im any tournament leading to à 
national or international championship,” 
Newmarket Rays and Grimsby Peach Kings, 
both from the Ontario Fastball League, took part 
in the tournament and also picked up a few 
additional players from other teams, 
Newmarket general manager Glenn Verge has. 


Robertson of Niagara Motors has given his support 
since Greg Dick, Bob Christie and Brian Ostrosser, 
Who will play with Motors this year, are affected, 

‘The OFL people involved are prepared to go to 
court to have the matter settled but would preter 
to avold the route if possible because of the costs 
that would be involved,

member of the International Softball Federation 
und the ISF has, in the past, attempted to ban 
teams under its jurisdiction from playing in open 
tournaments:

In the United States, the American Sofibull 
Association was taken to court when it tried to 
block {ts teams from playing in ISC tournaments 
with the result that United States teams now have 
the freedom to play where ever they choose, 
Verge has charged that the Softball Canáda 
ruling is a bid by CASA president Bob Van Imp to 
establish his strength as he Îs to stand for election 
as president of the ISF this year, , 
If the CASA move is successful it would help to 
maintain the ISF's hold over its affiliated teams.
